General Bacon,

dians to terms at once, and by force if 
necessary. He chartered two steam- 
boats and a barge and had a Galling 
and a Hotchklss gun aboard with 
which to clear the island of possible 
s.mbushes. The men are under 'the im- 
mediate command o£ Captain Wilkin- 
son. 


- A Corporal's squad will be sent from 
Fort Snelllng to Bena, across Leech 
lake from Walker, to protect Govern- 
ment property and records at the en- 
gineering station. It Is also possible 
that the soldierr from the Fourteenth 
Minnesota volunteers at Dulrth will be 
sent to protect the Government: dam at 
Winncbosrish. 
There are some apprehensions here 


of a general Chippewa uprising. The

Health Department, was on the stand.
